A Constitutional Convention. 


The bill recommending the electors 
of this State to vote fit the next gene­ 
ral election for or against a convention 
to revise the Constitution, as we have 
before stated, lias passed botli branches 
of the Legislature. In respect to the 
propriety of calling a convention, the 
¡Sacramento Union makes the following 
rem arks: 
Objections are not wanting 
we 
frankly admit to calling a constitu­ 
tional convention at this time; but 
there will never come a time when 
there can be no objections. The ¡State 
is heavily taxed, and the taxes must, 
be increased to pay the expenses of a 
constitutional convention. This is the 
leading cause of complaint against it. 
We reply that if the people are careful 
to supply the best men in the State as 
delegates to tlio convention they will 
save in taxation more in the next two 
years after the new Constitution shall 
be put in force than the convention 
will cost them. Another objection is, 
that the monopolies are so strong as to 
render it possible that they may be 
able to control the convention by 
electing a majority of the delegates. 
Our reply to this is, that under the ex­ 
isting Constitution the 
monopolies 
have the best of the people and a o 
constantly gaining in power by faulty 
legislation, and from a want of legisla- 
lation th at cannot be had until the 
Constitution shall be revised and put 
in conformity with the views and in­ 
terest of the great majority of the peo­ 
ple. The monopolies under the exist­ 
ing Constitution are not as strong as 
they will be two or four years hence. 
The sooner we attem pt the change the 
better chance of beating these'gentle- 
meii of the long purse and broad acres 
and corporate influences in the con­ 
vention. 
We 
entertain no 
doubt 
whatever of the ability of the people 
to beat them when the time for the 
election of delegates Bhall*come. Every 
circumstance favors it.

LIQUORS, ETC. 


San Joaquin. 


The Gilroy Advocate learns from a 
gentleman just from the San Joaquin 
country that the prospects for an 
ubundant harvest and prosperous sea­ 
son are better than they have been 
since 1868. A larger area lias been 
sown to grain there than in any pre­ 
vious year, and some of the grain and 
grass is already a foot high. Many 
of the farmers are experimenting in 
other products besides cereals, und cot­ 
ton, alfalfa and ramie are being tried. 
A widow lady lias put in six acres of 
cotton on land which liad been con­ 
sidered almost worthless, and it is now 
up looking and growing, finely. The 
irrigating canal is being extended 
thirty miles down the valley, and the 
farmers are all jubilant. 


It is estimated that ten per cent of 
the cuttle in Umatilla county, Oregon, 
have died duriug the W inter. 


W a s h in g t o n , A p ril 2d. 
The contract lor c a r r y in g the mails 
from Cioverdale to Areata, heretofore 
awarded to S. W. H askett and con­ 
tested by Wm. II. Forse, who bid the 
same amount, was to-day given to 
Forse on 1 lie ground that lie is tlie 
present sub-contractor and lias the 
road stocked. Luttrell filed papers for 
each party, but took 1 1 0 .act ion in favor 
of either, llotli are residents of Fkiali. 
Taggart Goddard’s contest is still 
held under consideration. 
Goddard 
turns out not to be a resident of Ver­ 
mont, but gave it as his postoflice ad­ 
dress because he intended to remove 
there. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , A pril 2d. 
The first saloon keeper was convicted 
to-day for violation of the Sunday 
liquor law. 
A woman testified to 
having obtained liquor from him os­ 
tensibly for her sick mother, but really 
in order to obtain grounds for an in­ 
dict ment against the vender, thus pre­ 
venting him from selling drinks to 
her husband. Sentence was deferred. 


C o h o e s , N. Y., April 2d. 
Tlio Tivoli knitting mills were 
burned this afternoon. Loss, $200,000; 
insurance, $180,000. Gregory & H il­ 
ler’s knitting mill was also burned. 


W a s h in g t o n , A pril 3d. 
Nesm ith made a strong argument 
this morning before the House Com­ 
mittee upon Railways and Canals 
upon tlio bill introduced by him to aid 
in t lie construction of the Portland, 
Dalles and Salt Lake Railroad. The 
Committee agreed to a favorable re­ 
port on the bill, provided that the 
Government shall guarantee the inter­ 
est on the bonds of the Company to 
the amount of $100,000 per mile in 
Oregon, for which the Company is to 
transport all United States mails, 
army supplies, etc., free of charge for­ 
ever. 
Yesterday’s action of the Senate set­ 
tles the question that the National 
Bank circulation will not be increased 
more than $46,000,000. Some finan­ 
ciers think but little of this will be 
availed of because those sections which 
demand an increase have not capital 
to buy Government bonds for security. 
The inflationists have abandoned their 
efforts to secure $200,000,000 or an 
illimitable increase because they have 
discovered that the President would 
veto such a measure even if it were 
not beaten on the final vote, which is 
probable. 
It is the general impres­ 
sion that the House will concur in the 
$46,000,000 measure. 


L o u i s v i l l e , K y ., A pril 2d. 
A fire in Lancaster yesterday burned 
eleven prominent buildings. 
I.oss, 
$60,000. 
C l e v e l a n d , A pril 2d. 
Three hundred laborers at the Un­ 
ion Pacific depot struck to-day for 
$1 75 per day, instead of $1 50. They 
were promptly paid oil'. 


P h il a d e l p h ia , April 2d. 
The City Council to-day passed the 
$1,000,000 Centennial appropriation 
hill by acclamation. 
N e w Y o r k, A pril 3d. 
The Russian bark Jupiter, hence to 
Gibraltar February 4th, experienced 
very boisterous weather. W hen three 
days out a squall struck the vessel and 
at the same time a heavy sea passed 
over her and swept Captain Grondgeris 
and six of the crew from the deck; 
a returning wave bore back one of the 
crew but the others were never seen 
again. 
The Norwegian steamer Anna Noro, 
forty-seven days out Iron New York for 
Ritterdam, has not been heard of 
since she sailed.

The London Telegraph of the 16th 
ultimo says the composition of the 
new committee of the French National 
Assembly to report on the bill pro­ 
longing to the end of the year the 
powers of the present Municipal Coun­ 
cils is tantam ount to a Government 
defeat. 
Eight of the fifteen members 
belong to the Left, who regard the 
hill as an encroachment on the rights* 
of electors.

Have we Reached O ur M axim um 
Wool Product? 


W e clip the following from the Sun 
Francisco Market Review: 
Our pioneer wool-g rowers, who have 
watched and considered the rapid in­ 
crease of stock, the decline of our nat­ 
ural pasturage, the increasing acreage 
given up to grain-growing, the seasons 
of drought and coliL storms, look with 
doubt upon any marked increase on 
the production of the past year, and 
opinions are already advanced that 
the maximum 
has been reached. 
When the large flocks are divided, 
food und shelter provided, much of our 
present agricultural lands returned to 
pasturage, then, and not till then, can 
we look for increased quantities and 
improved qualities. 
Taking the natural pasturage of the 
State as the standard of food for sheep, 
it is probable that the maximum has 
been reached. The large tracts of land 
of the State arc being divided up into 
small farms. The first effect of this 
will be to lessen the number of sheep 
in the State. But we must remember 
th at our wild lands have been tramped 
and packed bv countless herds of stock 
until the grass crop is not over one- 
half what it would be if the soil w ere 
loose. The cultivation of the soil in 
this State increases the growth of veg­ 
etation from say one-luilf a ton per 
acre to three tons per acre. The culti­ 
vation of alfalfa increases the yield to 
six and eight tons per acre. As the 
farmers become settled in their homes, 
pay off their debts and organize their 
business, they will procure each a few- 
choice sheep, say from ten to one hun­ 
dred. These sheep will live and thrive 
on the loose straw stubble, cornstalks 
and grass that would otherwise go to 
waste. The total number of sheep in 
this State in 1873, as shown by the 
State official report, is 4,871,021 head. 
The area of land in the State 100,000,­ 
000 acres, of which about 25,000,000 
acrep is susceptible of being improved 
in its yield by cultivation. Devoted 
to sheep pasture in 1873 there were not 
to exceed 5,000,000 acres of land. 
The county of Yorkshire, England, 
has an area of 3,828,500, of which 2,­ 
500,000 acres are 
productive. That 
county sustains 1,200,000 sheep. In 
its natural productive capacity it will 
not average any better than the 25,000,­ 
000 acres of California. Therefore the 
maximum capacity of this State when 
properly cultivated for sheep may be 
estimated at about 12,000,000 head. At 
present it has about one-third of that 
number. 


MAP O F OUR BACK CG ’NTRY. 


Build a Cheap Road to Cerro 
Cordo. 
Now that public attention is called 
to the construction of the railroad to 
Cerro Gordo and Independence, and 
the question of cheap fares is before 
the people, we call attention to the 
following facts as to the cost of rail­ 
roads: Using T rail, sixty pounds per 
yard, which is lighter than the rail 
now used by the S. P. R. It. Co. in this 
county,and we have the following cost 
for materials: Rails, 105 12-100 tons, at 
$30 per ton, $8,409; fish platés, 7,500 
pounds at seven cents per pound, $525; 
bolts, 2,000, at five cents each, $100; 
spike, 5,000 pounds at nine cents per 
pound, $450; 3,000 ties, six by nine 
inches and eight feet long, at $25 per 
thousand feet, $3,700. Total cost of 
material for one mile, broad gau^e 
road, $12,175. Total cost to Indepen­ 
dence, 200 miles, $2,435,000. 
If the 
road is built on a three and a half fwot 
gauge T rail, thirty pounds per yard, 
the cost will be: Fifty-two and a half 
tons rails at $80 per ton, $4,200; fish 
plates, 3,000 pounds, at seven and a 
half cents per pound, $210; fish bolts, 
2,000 at four cents each, $80; spikes, 
4,230, at nine cents each, $380; ties, 
2,700, five by six inches and five feet 
long, at $25 per thousand feet, $23. 
Total cost of material for one mile of 
three and a half foot gauge road, 
$5,(599. Cost of 200 miles to Indepen­ 
dence, $1,139,800. Difference between 
the cost of the two kinds of road is 
$1,295,200 in favor of the three and a 
half foot gauge. The first cost of the 
track is less than one half, and a m il­ 
lion and a quarter of dollars is saved. 
The cost of laying the roads is about 
the same. In the cars, engines, etc., 
can be saved thirty per cent in the 
cost in proportion to the amount of 
freight transported. The road built of 
thirty pound T rails will do all the 
work required. The difference in the 
cost of the two roads would be suffici­ 
ent to extend the cheaper one out 
nearly to Pioehe, there connecting 
with the Southern Utah road from 
Salt Lake. 
Give us cheap roads, 
more of them, and lower rates of fare 
and freight. 
. 


Who W ill Start a Coal-Yard? 


Wood sold during the W inter at 
from $12 to $16 per cord, often green 
at that. A t times it could scarcely be 
had at any price. Year by year the 
price must increase at least one dollar 
per cord, as the supply is daily becom­ 
ing scarcer, and the distance from 
which it must be brought is increas­ 
ing, It is stated from good authority 
that Coos Bay coal could be sold here 
at $18 or_S19 per ton with fair profit. 
One ton of coal is said to be equal in 
economic value to between two and 
three cords of wood such as we are 
using. One ton of coal at $18 would 
by such an estimate be equal to $30 
expended in wood, counting two and 
one half cords at $12 per cord; in 
other words,the man using coal would 
pay out $18 where the man burning 
wood would pay out $30, a loss of $12. 
Many persons have this W inter bought 
coal in small quantities at the rate of

$25 per ton and considered it more 
economical than wood. The next two 
or three years must revolutionize the 
whole fuel question; coal must take 
the place of wood. W hy not inaugu­ 
rate the movement before another 
Winter? Several persons have even 
discussed the project of chartering a 
vessel and bringing a load of coal to 
be divided up among them for their 
own use. It will be much better how­ 
ever for some one to open a regular 
coal-yard and carry on the business. 
It is to-day one of the most promising 
openings for the employment of a 
reasonable capital to be found in Los 
Angeles. Who will start a coal-yard? 


Suffering H um anity. 


Constant reports reach us of the 
strikes among the laboring classes of 
the United States and of Europe. The 
cry of capital oppressing labor is made 
to resound through the land. The 
public look upon the m atter and sym­ 
pathize, and believe there is great suf­ 
fering. A perusal of the facts relating 
to the famine in India force upon us a 
feeling of thankfulness for the pros­ 
perity of our own land. The number 
of persons suffering is about 3,0(H),009. 
It is expected that there may be 
slight distress in other districts, nut 
none of importance. The vice-regal 
telegram to Lord Salisbury goes on 
thus: 
Orders of Government rice amount 
to 420,000 tons, of which 350,000 are 
from beyond sea. Of this quantity 
lu0,000 arrived. 
We have been keep­ 
ing up for some time a constant stream 
of from 2,000 to 2,500 tons a day into 
the distressed districts. 
Private trade is bringing in grain 
from the Northwest and Punjaub at 
the rate of 1,000 tons a day. Loca 
transport, which has been the main 
difficulty, is now fairly organized. 
Over fifty thousand carts are now em­ 
ployed in the districts north of the 
Ganges, under contracts, in bringing 
in Government grain, and the number 
will shortly be increased to seventy 
thousand. 
In the worst districts the distribu­ 
tion of relief is being given by circles 
of moderate area, each village being 
visited and dealt with. 
Two deaths from starvation are re­ 
ported in Monghyr. None elsewhere 
yet, but in parts the lowest classes are 
gradually 
becoming 
pinched, 
and 
without Government measures severe 
and extensive famine would have al­ 
ready begun. 
Cannot, as yet, speak with certainty 
of some parts, such as ltungpore, which 
Sir Richard Temple is about to visit, 
but on the whole my present impres­ 
sion is that the difficulties of supply, 
transport, and local organization, al­ 
though very great, have been or will 
be overcome. 
Great difficulty occurs from the dis­ 
inclination of people to apply for re­ 
lief; therefore, 
although stringent 
tests will be carefully avoided in the 
worst districts, and every means takeu 
to supply the people with food, I can­ 
not guarantee, in dealing with a pop­ 
ulation so numerous and scattered 
over an area so large and difficult of 
access, that cases of starvation may 
not occur. 
The estimated famine expenditure 
to the end of February is rather over 
£2,500,000. 
' 
¡Subscriptions from private sources 
are flowing in rapidly. The Indian 
Government has advanced £3,000,000 
sterling. A subscription at Calcutta 
has already reached £100,000, which is 
as much as England sent to Chicago, 
and all the principal cities in the 
United Kingdom, except Manchester, 
Birmingham and Liverpool, they say, 
are doing a great deal. 
The gratitude of the native Indians 
for what the Government has done for 
them is warmly expressed. They are 
deep in wonder and thankfulness at 
the kindness of the “great Sarkar” 
and the “good Empress C|ueen of In­ 
dia,” and regard the action of the 
Government as such as “no king be­ 
fore them ever did.” While acknow­ 
ledging the magnitude of the calam­ 
ity, there is, therefore, much reason 
for hope. 
W hat are our dry years in their ef­ 
fect compared with the above, or what 
is the suffering of our laboring classes? 


W h a t is in th e B e d ro o m . 


The importance of ventilating bed­ 
rooms is a fact in which everybody is 
interested and which few properly ap­ 
preciate. If two men are to occupy a 
bedroom during the night, let them 
step upon weighing scales as they re­ 
tire, and then again in the morning, 
and they will find that their actual 
weight is at least a pound less. Fre­ 
quently there will be a loss of one or 
two pounds, and the average loss 
throughout the year will be more than 
one pound; that is, during the night 
there is a loss of a pound of matter 
which has gone oil" iroui their bodies, 
partly from the lungs and partly 
through the pores of the skin. The 
escapeil material is carbonic acid and 
decayed animal matter or poisonous 
exhalations.

Mr. Askin’s many friends 
here will be sorry to learn of his retire­ 
ment from the business. 
The lumber business is still on the 
increase in our city, the amount 
shipped to the interior being espe­ 
cially great. This is surely a good 
sign of the prosperity of our city, and 
our business men should feel greatly 
encouraged in consequence. 
We would call attention to the ad­ 
vertisement in another column head­ 
ed “ Wanted.” The woman wanting 
a situation as cook, nurse, or seam­ 
stress, is fully competent to fill any of 
the positions desired.

feet 
high, thirty-six feet 
around the foliage, and two feet 
around the trunk. The tree bears 
flowers all the year round and is only 
seven years old. 
A shooting affray occurred at a sa­ 
loon in Hpadra yesterday, by which 
Mr. Standiford lost his life at the 
hands of Constable Lilly. It seems 
that Lilly wrote a piece which was 
published in a paper, reflecting great 
discredit on Mr. Standiford, and the 
latter cut out the piece to show Lilly 
and ask if he was the author of it. 
While Mr. Lilly was in the saloon, 
Standi.ord walked up to him and 
asked if lie was the author of it. Mr. 
Lilly said that lie was, whereupon 
Standiford struck him with a heavy 
horsewhip, 
knocking 
him 
down. 
When Lilly got up, Standiford knock­ 
ed him down again, upon which Lilly 
drew his revolver and shot the assail­ 
ant through the shoulder, saying as lie 
did so, “ 1 don’t want to kill you, so 
you had better leave me alone.” 
standiford then made another attack, 
when Lilly shot again, the ball going 
through the heart and producing al­ 
most instant death. Constable Lilly 
then went to the nearest officer and 
delivered himself into custody. The 
Coroner’s inquest was to have been 
held last evening, and we await full 
particulars, which will be given to our 
readers, probably in to-morrow’s is­ 
sue. 
The fire department will hold a 
meeting to-night for tne ostensible 
purpose of disbanding, but we trust 
they will defer to their cooler judg­ 
ment and sacrifice a scruple rather 
than run the risk of losing a pound. 
As the arrangement now stands, the 
City Council has a standing otter of 
ten dollars for the first team on hand 
in case of a fire alarm to haul the en­ 
gine to the place for working and back 
to the engine-house after the tire, 
liiis certainly shows a disposition on 
tiie part ot the Council to spare “ hu­ 
man vigor and muscle” to some ex­ 
tent, at least, and to substitute there­ 
for horseflesh as far as the economy of 
the city funds will, in their judgment, 
permit. We believe that this provis­ 
ion in many cases will prove adequate, 
and as an instance we note the alarm 
sounded one week ago last Saturday, 
when the engine was out less than 
four minutes from the first stroke of 
the bell. Sueli promptness would do 
credit to many a well organized fire 
brigade in older and larger cities. 
At 
all events there is little room for spite 
work on either hand, and we trust 
that an adjustment of differences may 
be brought about so that we may stiff 
be protected as heretofore. 


Santa Monica. Now Truxton City. 


The following communication on 
the proposed enterprise at Santa Mo­ 
nica is from one thoroughly posted on 
the details of the subject and may be 
relied on as correct: 
For several successive years the citi­ 
zens of Los Angeles have shown their* 
appreciation of Santa Monico as a 
watering place by forming temporary 
encampments in that delightful re­ 
treat and removing their families 
thither during the warmest of the 
Summer months; going down them­ 
selves bv buggy, public stage or on 
horseback once, t wice or thrice a week 
as opportunity offered or their business 
would permit. The natural beauties 
and advantages of tills place having 
been thus prominently brought before 
our people, it is not to be wondered at 
that many of your prominent business 
men and capitalists should have con­ 
ceived the idea of devoting their 
wealth and experience to the develop­ 
ment and improvement of a locality 
for which nature 1ms done so much. 
Santa Monica, nestling as it docs at 
the foot of Sierra Santa Monica, which 
completely shelters it from the south 
winds; with its magnificent.sea views, 
its miles of beach, its fertile soil ex­ 
tending for miles over a compositely 
level plain, its advantages as a point 
of shipment, having deep water com­ 
paratively close in shore, and its close 
proximity to the city of Los Angeles, 
presents such an opportunity for the 
establishment of a prosperous and 
beautiful town that the wondwr is that 
it has remained so long without being 
devoted to the purpose for which it is 
evidently intended and for which it 
possesses so many desirable qualifica­ 
tions. A number of wealthy and in­ 
fluential gentlemen have accordingly 
associated themselves together for the 
purpose of laying out a town in this 
vicinity,"building a broad gauge rail­ 
road from thence to Los Angeles and 
by way of Cahuenga Pass and San 
Fernando to Cerro fiordo, construct­ 
ing a wharf to 
deep water, at 
which steamers and ships can receive 
and deliver cargo directly from and 
into the railroad cars; and the con­ 
struction of a Hotel, built in accord­

It will contain a 
spacious general entrance hall of noble 
proportions where all the male guests 
can assemble for friendly or business 
intercourse; a large ladies’ reception 
saloon where ladies can receive guests 
or visitors calling upon them; a well 
proportion diuinghall with privatedin- 
ing rooms for those who prefer them; 
a ball room, private parlors, a billiard 
hall and lias lofty well ventiliated 
bed chambers with private bath-rooms 
and other conveniences. 
Adjoining 
the whole, surrounded with spacious 
verandahs and balconies upon which 
the choicest tioral treasures of the cli­ 
mate can be kept continually in bloom 
all the year round. A building such 
as this under first-class management 
and with an experienced and efficient 
staff of subordinates, situated in well 
kept grounds, and not thrust close up 
to a hot and dusty street will be the 
means of attracting the best class of 
Eastern and European visitors. While 
from its close proximity to the sea de­ 
licious rambles along the beach, boat­ 
ing, yatching, and fishing excursions 
and sea bathing can be indulged in at 
the pleasure of its guests. While to 
those who would prefer hunting for 
grizzlies, deer, mountain sheep, or 
smaller game, the Santa Monica range 
of mountains dose at hand will pro­ 
vide them with ample opportunities 
for engaging in such sports. To many 
persons in weak health the tedium of 
overland travel especially during the 
Winter months is insupportable, and 
its high altitudes and rarified atmos­ 
phere are certain destruction to their 
weak systems; to such persons the 
ocean 
trip by Panama 
with its 
warmer climate, possesses many ad­ 
vantages over that by rail, and as the 
directors of the Pacific Mail Company 
are in accord with the projectors of 
the new town of Truxton, and have 
undertaken to build a wharf of their 
own for their steamers to call at regu­ 
larly, to land and receive passengers 
and freight, the establishment of the 
new port will be a great boon to a 
large class of people who travel for the 
benefit of their health, as well as to 
shippers of freight. 
The existence 
of such a town as Truxton is pro­ 
posed to become, in which ail the re­ 
quirements of an extensive sanita­ 
rium will be provided, and which is 
one of the objects which the gentle­ 
men who have taken this project in 
hand have in contemplation, cannot 
but be productive of enormous benefits 
both to the new town of Truxton 
and also to Los Angeles and its 
vicinity.

There is nothing in this project an­ 
tagonistic to the seaport of Wilming­ 
ton already connected with Los An­ 
geles and the rich fertile country to 
the south and east by railroad and 
which must necessarily continue to 
receive the produce from and the sup­ 
plies for that extensive section of 
country. 
Nothing 
but the most 
friendly rivalry and generous emula­ 
tion need characterize the relations 
existing or which are to exist between 
the two ports. The resources of our 
country are so abundant that ample 
apportuuities will be given to each of 
them to develop the splendid facilities 
which they both possess as natural 
harbors. 
It is a fact which must be admitted 
by every person disposed to view this 
subject without prejudice, that every 
expenditure of capital having for its 
object the development of hitherto un­ 
profitable or unapplied natural re­ 
sources or the improvement of lands, 
rivers, harbors or roads cannot but 


have a beneficial in flu e n t or« any 
community and enhance the valPy of 
their property. Los Angeles wilf still 
continue to be the financial and com 
mercial center of this section of coun­ 
try, large communities settling in her 
vicinity and forming other towns, 
such as Anaheim, Wilmington, the 
proposed one at Truxton, San Fernan­ 
do or Rubottoms will all be tributary 
to the commercial greatness of Los 
Angeles. The principal banks, land 
courts, 
insurance offices and large 
wholesale houses will always be here. 
New York might as well feel alarmed 
at having the cities of Brooklyn, Jer­ 
sey City or Newark in her immediate 
vicinity as for Los Angeles to feel 
alarmed at the establishment of other 
centers of population near her. On the 
other hanu the establishment of these 
outside and auxiliary towns enhances 
the value of real estate in and the 
commercial importance of the great 
center. Every facility should be given 
to the promoters of this great enter­ 
prise to carry out their project and to 
bring their line into Los Angeles by 
the most favorable rcute. Competi­ 
tion, we are told in the old proverb, is 
the soul of business, and in the fact of 
having competing lines of railroad to 
tHe coast and into the interior and 
competing lines of steamers along the 
coast, lies one of the strongest assur­ 
ances of the future greatness of our 
city. 
Our citizens manifested a consid­ 
erable degree of reluctance at the time 
of the railroad subsidy vote in giving 
up the Los Angeles and San Pedro 
Railroad (our only outlet to the ocean) 
to a strong and wealthy railroad or­ 
ganization, as it was feared they 
might fix such a high rate of fares and 
freights as would make it a heavy 
burden to our people to avail them­ 
selves of railroad advantages by that 
line. Whatever cause may have ex­ 
isted at that time lor apprehensions of 
this nature, or may exist in the future, 
our people have an effectual remedy 
for it in encouraging the construction 
of a competing line to the ocean by 
the new town and port of Truxton.
